Success for them, as it proved substantially a 
prohibition upon the importation of coal and 
the monopolists laughed in their sleeves and 
pocketed the gams 
To the popular clamor 


for relief upon this they sa y to the Commit- 
tee, on Ways and Means, "Let up on anthra- 
cite beca«se there isnt any to import, but 
hold on to bituminous because it is dangerous 
to suffer that competition—this will appease 
the people, and our profits will 13e just as big " 
And so the committee has consented to re- 
port this deceptive idea, and coal continues 
"protected' as before 


So, one after another, \anous articlei, were 


covered with the guardian hand of the tariff 
These items are sufficient, however, for our 
puroose, which is to show that carrying out 
the principle of protection irerely multiplies 
cost and destroys competition without the 
contemplated advantage to the woolen man- 
ufacturer. Foreign fine wool, which we must 
have in order to make fine cloths is so high- 
ly taxed that he cannot import it, coal is 
so high tbat he cannot afford to run Ins nulls, 
and numerous other articles entering into his 
business are kept up by the same process So 
after all he cannot afford to manufacture, so 
T\ ell as he could without a tariff, to compete 
with foreign manuiacturers 
This subject is 


now before Congress, and some significant de- 
velopments are the result. As an instance, 
read carefully this little telegram sent from 
"Washington yesterday 


A memorial signed by 33 corporations and 


12 individuals comprising nearly all the wool- 
en manufacturers of the countr>, antlreore- 
sentmg over §15,000,000 capital, has been 
presented to the Committee on Ways and 
Means and Finance, strongly indorsing the 
Wells re-jort and praying for a reductiomn 
the tariff on Jine wools to the late on carpet 
grades" 


And so the ^ oolen manufacturers, seeing 


tlie^ ha\ e before pulled wool at too fine a de- 


w propose to pull it a little coarser. In 


other words, they return to the principle of 
free trade and revenue tariff in substaace 
This is a plain unvarnished tale, it needs no 
comment, it is carefully commended to the 
student of political economy with the request 
to acsner tL.s qnery 
Were the tariff rate of 


a'i articles reduced to a strict revenue basis, 
^uuM not all our industries be equally ^ell 
off, and Tvould not the people profit thereby? 


But the subject does not end here 
In 


fact, it just begins to be interesting. 


It is a fact that, notwithstanding all our 


taxes and taring woolen goods m this coun 
tiy are but very little higher on the average 
than in 1S60 This would seem a cunoiis re- 
sult to those who merely skim o\ er the bur- 
face. It is paraded by the advocates ofliigh 
protective tariff as a proof that that pohc\ 
will make goods cheap—as if to say that tax- 
es are great aids to prosperity, and that tlie 
Liore we pay for goods the cheper they be 
come' Thus the Tribune, the only persibt- 
ant high protective organ of much note now 
in the country being appealed to on all sides 
to desist from its attempts to lumber our in- 
ilustn, replies to tlie manufacturers bv say- 
ing that thej are "protected," to the "wool 
growers that the} are ' protected," and to the 
I eople that they get many of their woolens 
^ cry low as a result of protection 
It ignores 


the facts in the case, which show that high 
tariffs operate against all interests, as an 
acknowledgment of them tv ould be fatal to 
its dogmas 


\s breflj as possible, let us state the facts 


bearing upon this case of wool and woolens 
The manufacturers call for protection, and get 
it- If one interest gets protection, so should all 
—and Tvool growers demand and receive pro- 
tection. The result is that foreign fine wool 
is so high that our mills, taxed also on coal 
and other articles, cannot buy it to manufac- 
ture so as to compete with the English nulls 
They are therefore forced to confine their op- 
eration* to the-manufacture of coarse merino 
clothing wools, and we import the finer doe- 
skins, broadcloths, casslmeres, &c., lower than 
we c*a nutke them, oven with, a "protection1 


of fifty jw cent Thiicmu** less sale for our 
own woola, which can ortitarily be used with 
the foreign wool.
